NO MILITARY IMPP0RTANCE ATTACHES

Tin capture of Novo G eorglew sk by the Germans Is without 
any military Importance. 
The fortress was quite 
useless to 
tin* Russians after tin* evacuation of the Vistula line. 
It is 
probable the only reason the garrison did not retreat from the 
Vistula with the main Slav fo rces 
was 
because the Teutons 
had blocked the direction of retirement. 
The announcem ent from Petrograd follow ing the 
evacua­ 
tion of Warsaw that Novo G eorglewsk was being retained as 
long us possible to iii lay the Germans was not based on facts. 
Novo Georglewsk Is about 2 0 miles northw est of Warsaw 
and commands only a single lin e of railway running between 
East Prussia and Warsaw. 
It is in no sense a railway fortress 
us was Manheim**, to which the French clung during the Paris 
retreat one year ago. 
By sacrificing a garrison of about 40,- 
000 men, w ho eventually had to surrender, the French retain­ 
ed Maubeuge long enough to disarrange seriously tho supplies 
which the Germans needed during the rush for the Seine. 
There was no similar reason why tin* Slavs should have held 
fast Novo Georglewsk as an isolated fortress. 
The Novo Geor­ 
glewsk positions were constructed to prevent a Hank attack 
being delivered against 
Warsaw. 
When Warsaw fell 
Novo 
corgtewsk became useless. 
The Germans have not been delay­ 
ed in any respect because of Novo Georgicwsk's defiance. All 
roads needful for tin* pursuit of the Slavs have been 
kept 
open, and the in \ es!Ing force c o u ld 
well elm spared 
tempor­ 
arily to make permanent 
prisoners of the Russian garrison. 
Whatever lie the strength of the 
army 
defending 
Novo 
Georglewsk, Russia has lost grtuitously by just that number, 
a trained unit the czar can ill afford to apart*. 
Novo Geor- 
glew sk’s fall, with the garrison inside the walls ami compelled 
to surrender, Is the first indication of recklessness In retreat 
which flu* Slavs generalissimo has shown.
